The western stortkeeper, generally, 
is a good creditor. We mean good in 
the sense of friendly and kind. It is 
somewhat of a rude twist to the spirit 
of goodness, however,to see the deter¬ 
mined efforts of governments and mu¬ 
nicipalities and other preferred cre¬ 
ditors seek to obtain payments of his 
accounts, if he can. Banks lend money j 
with caution and usually with securi¬ 
ty. Mortgage companies find safety 
in the farmers’ land. Municipalities 
and the government by statute claim 
first liens for taxes and seed grain 
advances. The storekeeper, however, 
supplies the farmer with groceries and 
f< od, with boots, shoes and clothing 
for his family, with hardware and har¬ 
ness for his horses and in the stress 
of lean years supplies them on credit 
relying upon the honesty of the pur¬ 
chaser and his promise to pay. Not 
long ago an effort was made to reach 
some agreement whereby creditors 
would give evidence of patience and be 
satisfied with part payment so that all 
creditors would get something rather 
than one creditor get all and not 
saddle the debtor with legal costs so 
that creditors might share by the exe¬ 
cutions, under the Creditors’ Relief 
Act. The meetings held were meet¬ 
ings of the class known as preferred 
creditors. At no time was the store¬ 
keeper considered. Nor is the store¬ 
keeper considered today. An unpleas¬ 
ant sight is to witness the army of 
public officials seizing crops for taxes 
and other public charges. We have 
no quarrel with the view that taxes 
must be paid. There is good ground | 
for quarrel, however, when public of¬ 
ficials refuse to share with other cre¬ 
ditors the time for waiting for pay¬ 
ment. If any creditors should be giv¬ 
en preference it might be the store¬ 
keeper.—Commercial Review.

ALBERTA PROBLEM 


A Calgary correspondent of The Fi¬ 
nancial Post says that a large num¬ 
ber of Alberta people are leaving for 
California for the winter, or to re¬ 
main permanently; the trek includes 
Just about as many farmers as city 
dwellers. One of the problems in the 
development of Western Canada is to 
get settlers who are willing to make 
the prairies their home, and not mere¬ 
ly a stopping place in which to make 
money. "I would rather live here than 
any place I have ever lived,’’ writes an 
enthusiastic Albertan who has travel¬ 
ed extensively over the continent. He 
goes on, says the Financial Post:— 
"As to the climate, I am very much in 
love with it; all the talk about intense 
cold is bugaboo; it is non colder than 
other sections of Canada but the 
States as well.” At the same time he 
admits that "Alberta or any'of the 
Western provinces will never be what 
it should so long as 60 per cent, of the 
people who settle on prairie farms 
have not the slightest intention of 
making this section their permanent 
home. This means they do not try to 
make their farm places attractive, and 
homelike, and it reflects to the dis¬ 
advantage, in getting others to come 
here, and purchase the places which 
are being offered. There must be a 
right about change if we ever expect 
to build up a population required to 
make the taxes less, and make the fa¬ 
cilities and utilities now furnished by 
the government a paying proposition.” 
Western optimists have declared that 
“there is no demand for plots m the 
cemeteries out here.” But it is open to 
question whether this merely indicates 
enthusiasm which gives no thought 
X to death or an undefined plan to die 
elsewhere. In any event Western Ca¬ 
nada, perhaps even more than other 
parts of the country, is facing the 
problem not only of getting settlers, 
but of keeping them.

P RINCE RUPERT, the terminus of the Canadian National Railways 
in Northern British Columbia, has come to the fore of recent years 
as one of the premier fish-producing areas of the Dominion of 
Canada. Prince Rupert halibut is known all over the American con¬ 
tinent, and the industryJhas reached large proportions because of the 
distribution service placed at the disposal of the fishermen at that porl 
by the Canadian National Railways. 

The oneaessential m the fishing industry is the speedy marketing 
of the fish after they are caught. By means of a rapid express service 
over the Canadian National, halibut anjpother fish from Prince Rupert 
are laid down in Winnipeg, Montreal, Toronto and other Canadian and 
America cities very quickly after they^ are landed from the fishing 
boats in Prince Rupert harbor. ) 

Halibut fishery is the chief sea industry of Prince Rupert, and dur¬ 
ing 1922, 25,275,300 lbs. of halibut were landed at that port. In addi¬ 
tion, 33,225,300 lbs. of salmon were caught and large quantities of 
herring, cod, flat fish and crabs. The cod and herring fisheries, which 
have scarcely been touched as yet, hold a great future.

HON O.L. M c PHERS0N 


The press despatches from Edmon¬ 
ton last week spoke of the presence 
of Hon. O.L. McPherson, U.F.A. mem¬ 
ber for Little Bow, and speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly, and the rumor 
that Mr McPherson was to be given 
a seat on the executive council of the 
government. It is. said that the gov¬ 
ernment contemplates appointing Mr. 
McPherson provincial se c retary, un¬ 
der whose office the administration of 
the new Liquor Act will likely be plac¬ 
ed. If this plan is carried out, in all 
probability the government would not 
place the supervision of the Liquor 
Act under a commission, but would 
leave its administartion to the provin¬ 
cial secretary. In this way Mr. Mc¬ 
Pherson would be able to give min¬ 
isterial authority to the position which 
he would be unable to do were he ap¬ 
pointed as chairman of an independent 
commission, as has been suggested. It 
is well known that a movement has 
been under way for some time among 
a portion of the U.F.A. members of 
the legislature to have Mr. McPher¬ 
son taken into the cabinet. It was 
pi oposed that he should supplant Hon. 
George Hoadley as minister of agri¬ 
culture, but apparently the govern¬ 
ment hav e no desire to release the 
former Conservative leader from the 
administrative council. By enlarging 
the cabinet to include Mr. McPherson, 
the government would no doubt meet 
to a degre e the demand for reorgan¬ 
ization of the executive council which

At a U.F.A. comertion held in Cal¬ 
gary last week it was decided t . re¬ 
commended a change in the constitu- 
lion so that new members, who pay 
one year’s dues, are recognizee, at 
meriters for a year from th e date >n 
wh'th the dues are paid 1 .

The Citizens’ League' of Calgary 
suggest the placing of a license tax 
of $5 each to automobile drivers. This 
will bring in a revenue of $50,000 to 
the city of Calgary alone. 

W. A. Black Conservative, defeated 
the Liberal candidate in the Halifax 
by-election on Dec. 6, by a majoiity 
of 2000. The government now faces 
the House with a small majority. 

Mrs. G. Bums who moved recently 
fiom North Alberta to Vulcan, was 
stricken with paralysis and on Satur¬ 
day evening was removed to the hos¬ 
pital at Calgary for treatment. 

John McDonald, blacksmith, left 
Cayley on Saturday for Scotland, 
where we are informed he has fallen 
heir to a vast estate which consists^of 
a lucrative business and an estate con¬ 
taining valuable pure bred cattle and 
horses. 

Many phenomenal grain crons are 
being reported to the Provincial De¬ 
partment of agriculture this year, and 
the latest, near Hobbema, will In all 
probability set a new mark for oat 
production in the province. On a 
twelve acre field, the yield averaged 
one hundred and twenty-three bushel, 
to the acre. 

Some of our enterprising farmers 
should have entered their grain at the 
International show at Chicago. We 
see J.W. Lucas of Cayley registered a 
victory with barley while Major 
Strange of Fenn, Alberta, was award¬ 
ed the sweepstakes for best samples 
of wheat. You cannot beat Alberta 
for the production of pure seed grain 
anywhere. 

Officials of the Bank of Montreal 
speaking of conditions in Canada, say 
that we cannot hope for substantial 
betterment until world-wide condi¬ 
tions improve. Meanwhile we atie 
spending too much money on legisla¬ 
tion. The cost of living and taxation 
in Canada must be reduced. United 
States investors have $658,000,000 in¬ 
vested in Canada today. 

There is considerable criticism in 
the daily papers about the Greenfield 
government but we can frankly say 
that they have administered provinci¬ 
al affairs better than their predeces¬ 
sors did, particularly that of the Ru¬ 
therford administration. Me nwhile 
let us play the game fairly with the 
present government. They have not 
done so badly after all. 

There is more or less complaint be¬ 
ing made about the deliberate manner 
in which the grading of turkeys was 
made. However it. must be borne in 
mind that the inspectors of the poul¬ 
try department have strict instructi¬ 
ons to follow and /they cannot ignore 
the same. Alberta turkeys have es¬ 
tablished a reputation for themselves 
in the world’s market and that repu¬ 
tation should be maintained at all 
costs.
